Senator, accustomed to the old ways of 
fixing political conventions beforehand, 
but even he was shocked at the proceed- 
ings at Cleveland. 


A national convention is supposed to 


be a deliberative body which shall select 
its own officials, control its own pro- 
cedure, and adopt its own policy and pro- 
gram when in session.

Thousands of courageous 
home-builders have undertaken it and failed, 
not because they were not industrious, frugal 
and persevering, but because it was a human 
impossibility to feed and clothe a wife and 
children, pay an occasional doctor bill, and 
save any actual cash with which to purchase 
explosive to clear more land. 
Many a brave 


father, with the natural love of the American 
man for :\ home, has bravely started out, with 
the result that here and there all over the 
cut-over sections of Wisconsin, Michigan, and 
Minnesota the traveler sees to-day the mute 
evidence of blasted hopes of what might have 
easily become a good farm home had the Gov- 
ernment furnished to the man the explosive 
necessary to remove the stumps left as-a result 
of exploitation of the timberlands of the great 
Northwest States under Government grant. 


Five to fifteen dollars per acre expended 


for explosives by the Government in reclaim- 
ing these rich agricultural lands would not 
be a gift nor would it be a charity but, on the 
contrary, would be the best investment in the 
reclamation of agricultural land ever made by 
the United States.

The lands I propose, by the passage of this 
bill, to reclaim lie on the shores of the Great 
Lakes, the "greatest single channel of com- 
merce in the world.

Furnished at Cost 


OR four years past the Government has 


been furnishing salvaged war explosives, 


picric acid and sodatol, to the people of the 
Northwest at the cost of packing, cartridging, 
and transporting. 
I am informed the avail- 


able supply of these explosives is exhausted 
and hence my bill, the 
provisions 
of which 


would leave to the proper officials the task 
of securing the explosives required from what- 
ever Government source they might be secured. 


Millions of dollars have been generously, 


and I believe rightfully, given by the Federal 
Government in reclaiming the desert areas, 
of the West, many more millions to drain and 
reclaim the swamp areas of the South, but not 
a cent, comparatively speaking, has ever been 
expended by the Federal Government to re- 
claim the ureas of the Northwest, the cut- over 
sections of Wisconsin, Michigan, and Minne- 
sota. There are also many districts of East- 
ern, Western and Southern States "that would 
benefit by the passage of a Federal reclama- 
tion act granting free explosives by the Fed- 
eral Government to the man. who will reclaim 
and settle these lands as provided in my bill.

Lands are Productive 


T is true the cut-over section of this country 
has no powerful friends at court in the 


Capital of the Nation as have the Western 
States in the person of the representatives of 
all the transcontinental railroads. 


It is true that we have no such powerful 


leaders to plead our cause before Congress or 
the President's Cabinet as did the .people of 
Florida, but I would ask the Members of Con- 
gress to bear witness that many of the richest 
and mafet powerful advocates of reclamation 
in the South to-day are those men and concerns 
who made their original wealth out of lumber 
and railroads in the great Northwest. 


Surely if it were sound policy to give these 


vast areas of virgin pine lands to those who 
would build railroads with which to remove 
their own timber, it would seem much more 
sound and practical that the Government give 
the explosive necessary to the man who by 
hard labor will reclaim these lands to pro- 
ductive agriculture for all time to come with- 
out a single charge for maintenance or sub- 
sistence.
